The committee also considered a 
proposition to recommend to the at- 
tention of Congress Senator Pettigrew’s 
bill for government ownership of rail- 
roads, but it was voted down. 

A number of set speeches were heard 
at the morning and afternoon sessions 
of.the conference. 

PROPOSED PLATFORM. 

The platform as agreed upon by the 
Committee on Resolutions, and ae it 
will be submitted to the conference 
for adoption tomorrow morning, is pre- 
ceded by a long address to the voters 
of the country. 

This address urges the people to or- 

at once to deprive trusts of 
th power. It recites the methods 
pursued by the trusts and the effects 
of their operations on the people at 
large and cites as particularly aggres- 
sive the Standard Oil trust, the beer 
trust, the elevator trust the anthracite 


coal ¢rust, the eugar trust the steel 
trust and the paper trust. 
Continuing, the address says: “As 


a culminaion of this aggregation of 
gigantic trusts an unscrupulous con- 
greesional lobby now threatens to set 
up an all-embracing bank trust, whicn 
would regulate the volume of paper 
money and dictate commercial dis- 
counting in the interests of alll the 
great trusts and to which bankers in 
general would sustain a similar rela- 
tion to which grocers already bear to 
the oil trust and the sugar trust.” 

After a short preamble the resolu- 
tions are as follows: 

“Resolved, that Congress| take im- 
mediate steps under the power of emi- 
nent domain, or otherwise, as may be 
deemed the most expedient,|to estab- 
lish the telegraph and telephone sys- 
tems of the United States ag adjuncts 
of the Postoffice Department, and sub- 
ject to its operations.

CURRENCY BILL DENOUNCED. 

{[A. P. DAY REPORT.| 

CHICAGO, Feb. 123.—Bhortty aftrr the 
Anti-Trust conference met toclay the 
following resolutions, presented by 
| Judge Fleming of Kentucky, were 
adopted by a rising vote: 

“Whereas, there has been passed by 
the House of Representatives a bill 
known as the Currency Bill, which bill 
is now pending in the Senate of the 
United States; and, whereas, by the 
said bill and the Senate amendments, 
it is proposed by law to extend fur- 
ther special and exclusive privileges to 
favored cases; and, whereas, said bill 
and amendments, if enacted into law, 
would delegate to the national banks 
the government's right to issue cur- 
rency, bestow an immense bonus upon 
the bondholders, give a bounty of at 
least five hundred million dolars to the 
national banks, demonetize silver and 
all paper money dollars, make all 
debts heretofore contracted and here- 
after to be contracted payable in gold, 
place it in the power of the money- 
holding and money-lending class to 
contract the currency at will, and to 
possess themselves of the perty of 
the people at pleasure, and, in short, 
enthrone the money oe and es- 


tablish a continen trust to 
enslave the people, to the end that free 
government may perish from the 


earth; now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that this conference here- 
by utters its most solemn protest 
against the infamous measure; and be 
it further 

“Resolved, that the chairman of this 
conference is hereby instructed to ap- 
point a committee of five members to 
prepare a memorial against such an 
outrage, who shall be requested to go 
to the capital of the nation for the 


States; and be it further 

“Resolved, that we warn the people 
of the United States of the menace to 
their liberty, and call upon them every- 
where to meet together at their court- 
houses and other places and thunder 
their protests against the most au- 
dacious, dangerous and oppressive 
measure ever presented to a legislative 
body by a set of conspirators.”

Judge George W. Beeman of Indiana 
said part:

W. .A. SPALDING SPEAKS. 


William A. Spalding of Los Angeles, 
Cal., spoke on the topic, “Cengorshi 
of American Press.” He said in 


part: 

“A cleavage in American society is 
at hand. It is a cleavage along the 
lines of property rights and bears a re- 
semblance in some points to the segre- 
gation of the old Roman populists into 
antagonistic classes, the plebians and 
the patricians. I think the people of 
the United States may now reread Ro- 
man history with great profit, and if 
they fail to heed its warnings they are 
apt to have that warning impressed 
upon them in the simpler and more 
straightforward form of object lessons. 
A struggle between the concentrated 
wealth of this country resented by 
the trusts, and the manhood of the 
country represented by the masses of 
common people is inevitable. It will 
be a contest over vested rights; it will 
be marked with great bitterness, and 
7 possibly lea dto most serious re- 
sults. 

“A cleavage in American society oc- 
curred once before, and it resulted in 
the war of the rebellion. | 

“The present cleavage upon which I 
‘believe we have already progressed to 
an alarming degree—this present con- 
test between organized greed on the 
one hand and the plundered people on 
the other—has no such sectional or 
ameliorating characteristics. We can- 
not divide into separate communities 
on opposite sides of "Mason and Dixon’s 
line, or along any other line extending 
east and west, or north and south. It 
is such a meandering line—this line of 
wealth and poverty—that it winds 
through every community, every city, 
town and hamlet in the United States: 
it bisects fraternal societies, churches 
and families; it ramifies through all 
of our industries and social institu- 
tions. If the controversy pending in 
this issue should be forced to an 
acute stage, as occurred with the ques- 
tion of slavery, it means not a division 
of the country into two great hostile 
camps, to settle their differences by 
concentrated warfare, but it forbodes 
a scattering of society into fragments, 


it signifies anarchy, it suggests a 
French revolution. 
“The same cleavage extends also 


through the press. The ownership of 
the metropolitan press, this control of 
opinion of the metropolitan press by 
the capitalistic class is a fruitful sub- 
ject.

When, after Lincoln’s assas- 
sination, my father accorded liberal 
terms to the defeated Confederates un- 
der Johnston, he was made a target 
for universal abuse. But yet he bore 
in mind that he acted on the principle 
advocated by the great Lincoln. The 
North would have grown pale had it 
known how magnanimous. Lincoln 
would have been in the treatment of 
the conquered South, and though the 
honor of my father was soon vindi- 
cated, I make this statement still fur- 
ther in justice to his memory. Had 
Lincotn lived, some of the pages of his- 
tory would not have been written. The

WOMAN AND THE BALLOT. 
BOTH ES GIVEN A HEARING. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Woman Suffrage 
gave a hearing today to delegations 
from the Woman Suffrage Convention 
and the anti-suffragists. Mrs. Clara 
B. Colby reviewed the work done be- 
fore Congress in the way of petitions 
presented and bills introduced. She 
said that progress had been made each | 


Mrs. Mary C. Bradford of Denver , 
read a paper upon the effects of pop- 
ular suffrage in Colorado. She noted 
the impurovement of conditions at the 
polls. 

Mrs. Harriet’ Stanton Black, the 
daughter of Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stan- | 
ton, spoke upon the conditions in Eng- 
land. 

Mrs. Dod was recognized to pre- 
sent the side of the anti-suffragists. 

At the conclusion of the hearing be- 
fore the Senate Committee, both sides 
appeared before the House Committee 
on Judictary. 

After the hearing had proceeded for 
some time sharp erences developed 
between the two sides, but in order to 
avoid a controversy the committee ad- 
journed. 

THE WOMDPN’S ARGUMENT. 

The following document has been 
mailed to every member of Congress in 
connection with the hearing of the 
woman's suffrage question by the Sen- 
ate Committee: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States, in Con- 

assembled—Gentlemen: It is now 
nine years since the Illinois remon- 
strants against woman had 
the honor to lay before your honorable 
body the plan of a coalition between 
the socialistic element of the labor 
union and the woman suffragists, an@ 
to enter a protest against euch coall- 
tion being exploited in the halls of 
Congress. At that time the suffrage 
leaders denfed that any euch purpose 
of coalition existed, but driven from 
one position after another by the quiet 
but effective campaign which has been 
waged by the anti-suffragists in many 
States of this Union, they have at last, 
if the public prints report correctly 
been constrained to accept the very 
tactics which they at first so very vig. 
orously disclaimed. 

“In view of these circumstances, it 
becomes necessary once more, and at 
somewhat greater length, to review 
the facts which constitute a continual 
temptation to the suffragists to appeal 
to revolutionary socialism for aid. An@ 
in the firet place, we wish to call ar. 
tention to the fact that, while every 
woman suffragist ise not a Socialist, 
every Socialist is a woman suffragist, 
the doctrine of the equal and identica? 
rights of men and women, and their 
equal and identical responsibilities to- 
ward the State being the foundation 
of the entire political scheme of the 
Social Democracy. I¢ is the avowed 
aim of this form of socialism ¢o over- 
turn all existing institutions, home, 
church and state. This revolution, *& 
may be stated In passing, is not only 
confidentiy looked forward for.~ 
eign propagandists, but Is accepted ae 
the Inevitable result of socialistic agf- 
tation by such American leaders as 
Prof. George D. Herron, who has re- 
cently resigned his position upon the 
faculty of Iowa College because hie 
teachings were found to be revolution- 
ary, and who has since that time 
avgwed in public that the social revo. 
lution is inevitable.

country is very modern. It is less than 
a century since the sudden expansion 
of our manufacturing and commercial 
interests through the agency of steam 
and machinery, and their absorption 
of the domestic industries, such as 
spinning and weaving and the manu- 
facture af household necessities threw 


vance, since it at once opened the way 
for the higher education of women and 
their more general ticipation in the 
affairs of the world, thus increasing 
their intelligence and adaptability, but 
it bore hardly upon the laboring woman, 
who was compelled, in a life-and-death 
struggle, to knock at the gates of all 
trades and professions, and to force 
her way into them against determined 
opposition from tradition and preju- 
dice. This led to much unjust bitter- 
ness against men, but it also tended 
to develop force of character and gen- 
eral comprehension of the world and 
its affairs on the part of woman. 
“But all this time her wages were 
less than those of men, for many rea- 


it was necessary 
to underbid men. She

to meet the demands of general labor. 
The peculiarities of her physique told 
against her and also the fact that in 
the natural course of events she was 
more likely to marry, just, perhaps, 
when she was ing, through 
knowledge of her work and experi- 
ence, more useful to her employer. And 
while marriage makes a man more use- 
ful as a laborer, it is a great draw- 
back, if not a total extinguisher, to 
woman’s value in the same field. All 
these were obvious facts, but the fun- 
damental and most important one of 
all has had less attention because the 
world has not yet learned to appre- 
clate fully the real, practical value 
to the State of the work of woman as 
woman, that is, as wife. mother, home- 


“It was inevitable that the inroad 
of women upon the labor market should 
tend to lower the wages of men, and, 
in proportion as women grew intelli- 
gent and adept, to displace them alto-: 
gether, thus rendering them unable to 
support families of their own, and at 
the same time increasing the number 
of their women competitors. Society 
has instinctively felt that this was a 
dangerous drift of the social economy, 
while as yet few writers have had the 
conviction or the courage to speak out 
and say how dangerous, how fatal, 
_— to morals and statecraft it really 


“Woman is at Dest but a provisional 
recruit in the great army of labor. Of 
the 4,000,000 women in the United 
States who are wage earners, fully one- 
half live at home, and their earnings 
go to swell the family income. These 
have their proper legal representa- 
tion through the family. The average 
length of women’s service in occupa- 
tions outside the home is about five 
years. Women on the average work 
only about from eighteen to twenty-five 
years, although, of course, there are 
many whose terms of service are much 
longer, but the fact remains that the 
body of women workers is constantly 
changing. It is for the good of the 
State that this should be so, and what- 
ever tends to prolong the period of 
woman's labor at occupations in which 
she is the competitor of man, and es- 
pecially at purely mechanical and ma- 
terialistic occupations, lessens her 
preparation for marriage; lessens 
therefore her chances for a happy 
marriage and directly decreases the 
number and value of those homes from 
which flow the purest streams of moral 
refreshment, the highest ideal of civic 
courage and worth. 

“Nor is it true that women so out- 
number men that there is no possibil- 
ity of all women marrying. During the 
years immediately following our civil 
war there was a slight preponderance 
of females, but time has already reme- 
died this condition of things. Govern- 
ment reports show that there is, in 
nearly every State of the Union, a 
considerable excess of bachelors over 
sfinsters, the aggregate excess being 
more than two million. Now, the re- 
public cannot afford to put a premium 
upon celibacy, although this is pre- 
cisely what the socialistic state pro- 
poses to do. What is needed, there. 
fore, is not more employment for wo- 
men outside the home and greater in- 
ducement for her to continue to be 
the competitor of man, but more homes 
to organize this excess of celibacy and 
make it productive to the State, not 
only in the way of citizens, but of 
those moral and spiritual influences 
which flow from the home and sustain 
a character and progress of civiliza- 

on. 

“But every effort to make of w man 
an independent laborer, to achieve for 
her that ‘industrial equality’ which the 
advocates of Socialism and woman's 
suffrage alike claim, is an effort in the 
opposite direction from marriage and 
home-making and maternity. The in- 
stances in which these stipulations 
fail to be carried out in married ‘ife 
are exceptions and must be so consid- 
ered. There is no such thing as per-

The demand 
upon the part of women for industrial 
and political equality with men throws 
the labor unions into a sad dilemma.

PACIFIC CABLE BILL. 


GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP LOST. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.? 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The House Committee on 
Commerce today had another confer- 
ence on the Pacific Cable Bill, and 
agreed upon some important points. 
In the first place, the committee de- 
cided, by a vote of 9 to 5, against gov- 
ernment construction and ownership, 
provided satisfactory arrangements 
can be made with the private corpora- 
tion operating under a reasonable sub- 
sidy. 

The Sherman Cable Bill fixes the 
subsidy at $400,000 annuffly, but the 
committee today informally agreed to 
reduce this to $250,000 annually and to 
incorporate into the bill provision for 
governmept construction in case no 
company shall be found willing to ac- 
cept the subsidy offered. 

Representative Barham of California, 
who has been looking the matter up, 
says $250,000 annual subsidy will pay 
all cost of maintaining the cable, not 
including interest upon the capital in- 
vested.

Ex-Congressman . Jerry Simpson of 
Kansas said in part: 

“Almost every one agrees that trusts 
are evil, but when it comes to the 
remedies the doctors disagree; and in 
running over the long list of eminent 
professors of political economy who 
have given voice on this question, and 
studying the remedies proposed, one is 
forced to admit the truth of the old 
adage that ‘No man is wiser for his 
learning.’ 

“It is one thing to denounce trusts, 
but quite another to point out ade- 
quate remedies of the evils in them. 

“The remedies I would suggest are 
three in number: 

“First, and most tmportant—Substi- 
tution for our present system of taxa- 
tion upon the ucts of labor of a 
tax on land values, which would give 
labor immediate access to this great 
storehouse of wealth, and prevent the 
holding of valuable land except by 
those who put it to its best use. 

“Second—Wipe out the protective 
tariff. Put all industries on a common 
footing. 

“Third—Make the great public high- 
ways over which must pass the com- 
merce of the nation, the property of 
the people.” 

A PREACHER'’S SUGGESTIONS, 

Rev. 8. W. Sample of Minneapolis 
said, in part:

JUSTICE MORGAN'S COURT. 


GOING AND M’LEAN ARRAIGNED. 
DAISY NORTON’S TRIAL. 

Dr. J. W. Going and N. H. McLean 
were arraigned before Justice Morgan 
yesterday afternoon on charges of 
grand larceny. The complaint alleges 
that on or about November 9, 1899, the 
men took $300 belonging to W. H. H. 
Young, a Whittier rancher. 

Several weeks ago they were ar- 
raigned before Justice’ Austin on 
charges of obtaining money under false 
pretenses, on account of their dealings 
with Young, in which, it is claimed, 
they induced him to place $300 in the 
hands of Going as a commission for 
inducing J. F. Casey, an alleged mil- 
lionaire patient of Going’s, to purchase 
Young’s ranch. Casey turned out to be 
a pai of the others, and when Young 
demanded the return of his money he 
was unable to get it, and caused the 
arrest of the two men. Casey got a 
“hunch” and skipped. 


At their preliminary “owe Go- 
ing and cLean were held to answer 
to the Superior Court for trial, but 


when Dist.-Atty. Rives reviewed the 
evidence against them he decided that 
it would be safer to prosecute the de- 
fendants under charges of grand lar- 
ceny. 

This necessitated the filing of new 
complaints against the men, and their 
rearraignment. Yesterday Justice Mor- 
gan set their preliminary examinations 
for the 19th inst. at 2 p.m., and fixed 
their bail at $2500 each.

purchase the interests of three de- 
ceased partners, but an amicable and 
satisfactory arrangement was had with 
the representative of each. Neither, in 
the whole history of both firms, was it 
ever supposed that any partner had 
placed himself in such position that 
Carnegie could, throu personal 
malice, force him from the firm, and 
that for Carnegie to attempt this in 
1990, through the guise of pro 
agreements which looked to the honor 
and well being of the firm, to gratify
